After the occupation of 
France by the Germans, subject invented a fluorescent paint which reflected 
light in a special manner and which he supplied to the Wehrmacht in great 
quantities through a neutral firm, After the libezution, he became very 
friendly with allied personalities in Paris, wubject's wife is reported to 
have“stated that her husband had been associated with the Frdnch Jnteiligence 
Service and for this reason was asked to resign frou his post of President

3. In 935, Yadoff reportedly began selling university degrees to white Russiana

scientists in the perfection of fluorescent paint. He is listed in the

courts on charges of collaboration, in apite of the -evidence. 


Yadoff is now reported to have some contact with the Soviets in an unofficial - 
capacity. «although this contact is not direct, a number of pro-J3oviet Russian 
engineers lave felt him out in an attempt to bring him around to their way of 
thinking. There was no tangible result, but it is believed thet Yadoff is 
connected with pro-Goviet elements in the Union Seneral des Ingenieurs 
Niplomes en France, The members of this group believe that in the event of 
wer between the Lnited States and the Soviet Union, Yadoff will join with 
them, 


Yadoff was born in iiostov/Dor .iussia on 14 June 1902, He was married in Faris 


on 23 dune 1933 to Sophie Cvsianiko-Koulikovsky, born in fechtes, iussia, 
on 22 June 1915, They have one daughter, born in Faris on 6 July 1935. 
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
